ILLINOIS ACT OBJECT LESSON 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Sacramento, Cal, April 28.—-[Special. }— 
Wiliam Jennings Bryan, as the personal 
representative of President Wilson, today 
asked the legislature of California to do one 
of three things: 


Preferably, defer all land legislation 
until ite next session, twe years hence, al- 
lowing the federal government, by diplo- 
matic negotiations and by a special sés- 
sion of congress, to adjust mattere with 
Japan, a California commission conduct- 
ing an investigation at the same time. 

If the legislature shall consider affairs 
so urgent as to demand immediate action 
by it, to pass an act modeled on the alien 
land law of Illinois, which permits aliens 
to acquire title to land and hold it fore 

maximum term of six years. 

If this is not sufficiently severe, to pase 
an alien land law similar to that of the 
District of Columbia, which forbids all 
holding of land by aliens for more than 
one year. 


Bryan Waits Word from Wilson. 

Further conferenees between Mr. Bryan | 
and the legislators will take place tomorrow 
when the sevretary shall have yed tur- 
ther instructions from 
A have said all that I came to say,” Mr. 
Bryan told the legislators late this after- 
noon. “I have answered all of the ques- 
tions that have been asked, and my mission 
here is ended whenever you may feel that 
you have conferréd as much as you like 
with the representative of the president. 

“I came with no program, simply to con- 
fer. I have presented the president's views 
as I understandthem. I have communicated 
to him this afternéon several propositions 
after listening to what you have had to say. 
Tonight I shall submit to him the further 
questions you have asked md, calling atten- 
tion to the statutes of Washington and Ari- 
zona, and 1 shall de prepared tomorrow, I 
hope, to give you his answer.” 


Leaders Firm for Land Bill 

Much of the debate this afternoon hinged 
upon whether California should be ques- 
tioned in passing a law similar to those pre- 
viously enacted by the legislatures of Wash- 
ington and Arizona, in which states aliens 
* ineligible to citizenship are barred:

Car Through Routed. 

The Chicago-bound Chesapeake and Ohio 
train, running over the Belt line tracks, 
struck the street car, 4 No, 4 through route,

A freight had preceded the fast train over 
the crossing, and the gates went up, the car 
starting forward.

APPEAL MADE BY GUATEMALA 
TO WILSON FOR PROTECTION. 


South American Republic Wants United 
States to Prevent Great Britain from 


Harassing It for Debt. 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special.}]— 
Guatemala made an appeal today to the 
United States against British reprisals for 
nonpayment of debts. 

This appeal puts squarely before President 
Wilson the necessity of deciding whether 
he will stand between the debtor Central 
American republics and their foreign cred- 
itors or turn them over to Europeans and let 
the latter do as they please. 

Guatemala’s appeal for help Was made by 
Minister Mendez and Antonio Batres Jaure- 
guay, special envoy to the United States. 

The British demand is in effect that the 
Guatemalans take some steps at once to set- 
tle the long outstanding indebtedness to 
British subjocts, or else look for trouble 
from the British government after May 1. 

The Guatemalan representatives ask the 
United States government to take up the 
matter with Great Britain and prevent the 
humiliation of Guatemala. 

Guatemala owes more than $10,000,000, in- 
cluding principal and interest in arrears, on 
its foreign debt alone, the bonds of which 
are held in London.

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Trieste 
says 80,000 Austrian troops are assembled 
near the Montenegrin frontier. 


Austria Masses Troops on Frontier. 

The Mall's correspondent at Grats, Aus- 
tria, says it is stated Austria is planning for 
Tuesday a military advance which will not be 
confined to Montenegro. Troops will be sent 
in transports to southern Albania. Mecan- 
while troop trains crowded with riemen 
from the Austrian Alps are proceeding tothe 
south.

By the introduction of @ new element in 
the department, the infusion of civilian ac- 
tivities, unconnected with the methods, the 
entanglements and the ever present though 
mistaken loyalty to each other of the uni- 
formed branch of the service, a salutary 
check on vice and. licentiousness should be 
obtained.

Was such that the conference broke into pro- 
longed applause—the only applause of the 
session. . 

The atmosphere was becoming too warm 
for comfort and the governor and secretary 
were both obviously highly excited. A re- 
cess in the conference avoided probable 
further clashes, 


Decide in Secret Conference. 


Secretary Bryan arrived in Sacramento 
this morning, and shortly after 11 o'clock 
the first session of the conference began. 
Until the great doors of the assembly cham- 
ber were closed and locked Secretary Bryan 
refused to give any inkling of his message to 
any one, and even at the conference he spoke 
only after legislators had explained fully the 
public demand for alien land legislation that 
brought about the present situation. 

The conference with Lieut. Gov. 
Wallace in the chair Secretary Bryan 
seated with Gov. Johngon and Speaker C. C. 
Young of the assembly onthe platform. Sec- 
retary Bryan was introduced, and in a brief 
statement asked the confergnes: to tell him 
the exact situation. 

“I was sent to Sacramento at the request 
of President Wiison,”’ he said, to consult 
with the governor and the members of the 
legislature on the pending alien land legisla - 
tion. I am more interested in the methods to 
be employed than in the end to be attained. 
and 1 would be pleased to hear suggestions 
from any of you before speaking further.” 


Boynton Outlines Situation. 


Senator Boynton, administration noor lead - 
er, thanked Mr. Bryan on behalf of the legis- 
lature for his visit. He then outlined the 
situation for the visitor, saying in part: 

„At the time President Wilson's telegram 
was received last week, announcing the wish 
to send Secretary of State Bryan to confer 
with this legislature, there were two bills on 
‘this subject ‘before the senate. 

“It was apparent that the people of the 
estate were strongly in favor of the enact- 
ment of an alien land law, and such a law 
probably would have been passed before this 
time if it had not been for the telegram from 
the president. At his request we postponed 
further consideration of the matter until Mr. 
Bryan could present his views.“ 

Senator Boynton then requested Mr. Bryan 
to point out specifically the objections of the 
national government and of Japan to the 
pending measures, and to give his reasons 
frcm a diplomatic standpoint why California 
should not enact such a law. When Mr, 
Bryan remained silent other mc-nbers of the 
majority party urged him to comply with the 
request. 


Upholds Secret Conference. 

Secretary Bryan’‘s first statement was con- 

ne the secret conference, which he 
said hé had favored, with the support of Gov. 
Johnson and the presiding officers of both 
houses. Secretary Bryan said he could speak 
with more frankness to the members than 
he could to a * promiscuous audience.” 

“ As the representative of the president,” 
The began, “I feel keenly the responsibility 
that is placed on me. I would have pre- 
ferred to have him come himself, as the head 
of the nation, but that seemed impossible, 
and he delegated me to speak for him. I do 
not pretend to do other than express his 
views. I am simply his spokesman and 1 
will say te you only that which he would 
have me say.

SISSON MAKES “WAR SPEECH.” 

Washington, D. C., April 8. A war 
speech” in support of the proposed Califor- 
nia anti-alien land law was delivered in the 
| house today by Representative Sisson of 
Mississippi. 

“If we must have war or submit to this 
indignity, I am for war,” Mr. Sisson said, 
‘‘I am with the people of California in their 
efforts to prevent these aliens from acquiring 
land. 

“TI believe no nonresident alien should be 
allowed to hold a single foot of land in the 
territory of the United States. What would 
Washington say in answer to the question, 
war or submission? What would Jackson 
say? What would Cleveland say? What 
would McKinley say? 

“TI resent the efforts of Japan to force us 
to submit to her demands.“ 


“Seeks Exemption of Law.“ 
Mr. Sisson took the position that the Jap- 
anese government, in protesting against 
alien land legislation, was endeavoring to 


laws of states. 

“The president aud secretary of abe 
Mr. Sisson. said, “should only assure an 
alien government that the people of that 
nation would be dealt with fairly in accord- 
ance with the law of the state, Any other 
position would lead to the federal govern- 
ment taking out from under the laws of the 
states the citizens of another nation. Butall 
citizens or aliens resident in a state must be 
held subject to its laws, and to exempt the 
alien would give him privileges over and 
above those accorded to American citizene.’’ 

Treaty making can never deprive the 
states of a reserved power, Sisson continued. 
“This California question is far reaching and 
important in its results, Nearly all of the 
states have statutes reguiating the rights of 
aliens in reference to acquiring real estate. 
Nearly every state has some limitation. 

“This Democratic administration should 
announce to the world the doctrine that con- 
gress proposes to recognise the right of the 
people of these states to determine who shall 
own the land within the state.”

Already malaria is pretty well routed out 
of portions of Alabama, A few more su 
veys and persistent efforts based on them 
will clean Alabama 41 ma la ria. 


The California wtate board of health has 
tracked dewn the malaria infection in that 
State. In 1909 there were 112 deaths from 
Malaria in that state. Of these 104 were in 
northern and central Cal! fornia; eight were 
in the south, 

Sixty-six per cent of the malaria in that 
state is in the ten courties at the base of 
the Sierra Nevada mouttsins—Shasta, Te- 
hama, Butte, Yuba, Placer, Sacramento, 
Amador, San Joaquin, Fresno, and Kern. 

“The malaria rate was one-third as high in 
Trinity, Sutter, Yolo, Napa, Contra Costa, 
Calaveras, Stanislaus, lerced, Tulare, and 
Kings.

Suapicion of Priest Aroused. 

“Of course, I'll have to have a nice new 
night drese,” she tod the matron, who di- 
rected her to a fashionable UMngerie shop at 
Eleventh and F streets northwest. 

Mr. Viett boarded a street car and followed 
her, but lost track of her in the store. When 
he returned to the station Miss Brennan 
was back and was exhibiting a flimsy lace 
and ribbon affair to the matron. 

In the meantime Father Murray, a Chicago 
priest, who had ridden on the same train 
with Miss Brennan and had talked freely 
with her, told Detective Horne about the 
women. When Miss Brennan bad wrapped 
up her new night dress and entered a tele- 
phone booth in the station Horne took a po- 
sition where he could overhear her trying to 
get the president on thé telephone. 


Taken to an Asylum. 

Horne interrupted her to say that it would 
hardly be possible for a stranger to get an 
audience so soon and advised her to let him 
show her the necessary course.“ 

He called a patrol wagon and after a mild 
protest Miss Brennan was sent to the asylum 
to be placed under the doctors’ observation. 
The matron in the asylum found in her reti- 
cule papers which indicated that she was the 
owner of considerable property in Northfield.

Chandler Denounces Great Dem- 
ocrat as Duel Maker and 
Hot Tempered.

tariff for revenue only exposes the American 
producer to injurious competition and robs 
American industries of the strength neces- 
sary for the conquest of foreign fields; that 
a Progressive tariff, equalizing conditions of 
competition between the United States and 
foreign countries, maintaining for labor an 
adequate standard of living. will put the 
American where he belongs by his efii- 
ciency.” 

Representative Chandler of New York, Pro- 
gressive, replied to Representative Heflin of 
Alabama, who, he said, had called Theodore 
Roosevelt the wild man from Africa.” 

Jackson once killed a man named Charlies 
Dickinson in a duel,’ Mr. Chandler said: 
“he threatened to hang Calhoun as high as 
Haman; tried to horsewhip Thomas Benton; 
challenged Gen. Winfield Scott to a duel; 
overran Florida, and had two eminent British 
gentlemen hanged, thereby nearly bringing 
us into a war with Great Britain and Spain, 
and when president broke up his cabinet by 
his own headstrong violence.

Let it cool and then put in the 
eggs whenever obtai dropping them in 
gently. Mark this: Every egg put into the liquid 
must be fresh. Water glass is a preservative 
for eggs, and not a restorative; and no eggs 
placed in it should be more than a week old. 
Finally, all the eggs must be under the liquid,

New York, April 28.—An outburst of selling 
in the early trading today once more de- 
pressed the stock market sharply, More 
than a score of new low records were estab- 
lished and the substantial advantage gained 
on the recent upward swing was lost, the 
level of prices falling under the low average 
reached the middle of March. 

After an hour of active trading the market 
grew steadier and gradually improved. The 
amount of business fell off sharply on the 
rally, the second hour’s total being less than 
one-third of that for the first.
